Only two residents in the blo ck o c­ 
cu pied by the fa cto ry and lighting 
plant were sav ed, 
l lit* scene o f the 
tire is two blo cks distant fro m the 
central squ are o f the city and v acant 
lo t- prev ented the flames reaching 
the heart o f the bu siness district, 
The city tire departm ent, equ ipped 
with o ne engine and sev eral line- o f 
ho se was aided in it* tight by hu n­ 
dreds o f residents, who bro u ght g a r ­ 
den ho se and bu ckets to aid in s a v ­ 
ing the su rro u nding bu ildings.

ac ro ss the street fro m the facto ries, 
w as sav ed when the wind changed 
it* co u rse so o n a f te r the tire bro ke 
o u t. 
The o rigin o f the tire i* no t kno wn. 
A watchm an at the Sto u t plant d is­ 
co v ered the flames sho o ting fro m the 
seco nd sto ry o f the finishing ro o m 
which is co nnected

bu ilding by fiv e ru n w a y s. 
All the 
bu ildings with the ex ceptio n o f the 
paint and o il shed were o f fram e co n­ 
stru ctio n 
and

flames within an ho u r a fte r the fire 
bro ke o u t. 
The bu ilding o ccu pied as a po wer 
ho u se by the lighting co m pany w as 
o f fram e co nstru ctio n 
and 
pro v ed 
ready fu el fo r the ro aring 
fla mes. 
Practically ev ery citizen o f Salem 
assembled in stre e ts su rro u nding the 
bu rning 
blo ck

bu ildings. 
The 
fram e stru ctu re s fell in the path o f 
tin* o nru shing flames a* tho u gh they 
had been paper ho u ses, 
Bu rning u m­ 
bers were carried alo ft and w afted 
into all sectio ns o f the city , cau sing 
w idespread fe a r tha t the fire might 
break o u t in o ther sectio ns. W a lls

enacted by the legislatu re in 19 .15. 
The newly cho sen su perv iso rs are 
requ ired to take an o ath befo re en­ 
tering u po n their new wo rk fo r fa ith­ 
fu l perfo rm ance o f du ty . 
Befo re 
they can assu m e their du ties they 
are requ ired to giv e bo nd in the su m 
o f $200. 
The bo nd is depo sited with 
the to wnship tru stee. 
The law pro ­ 
v ides that if a n y o ne elected su per­ 
v iso r shall he u nable to giv e bo nd he 
shall fo rfeit his right to ho ld o ffice 
and his su ccesso r shall he nam ed by 
the tru stee. 
Ro ad su perv iso rs are paid at the 
nfte o f 25 cents per ho u r fo r s e r­ 
v ices actu ally perfo rm ed 
hu t 
no ne 
shall receiv e pa y fo r mo re than fifty 
day s each y ear, ex cept in the ev ent 
o f the electio n o f bu t o ne su perv iso r 
in a to wnship when he shall be en ­ 
titled to pay fo r 120 day s. 
Befo re 
receiv ing his co m pensatio n the su p­ 
erv iso r is requ ired to file a swo rn 
statem ent with the tru stee specify ing 
the day u po n which he wo rked.

failu re to c a rry o u t the du ties im­ 
po sed u po n him by law.

ANNUAL REPORT FILED BY 
COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION 


23.500,000 Persons in United States 


Attended Schools in 1916, 
Statement Shows. 


There were 23,500,000 persons at­ 
tending schools of some kind in the 
United States in 1916, according to 
estimates of the United States Bur­ 
eau of Education. 
“This means,” 
declares the Annual Report of the 
Commissioner of Education, “that 
approximately 24 per cent of the in­ 
habitants of the United States are 
attending school, as compared with 
It) per cent in Great Britain, 17 per 
cent in France, 20 per cent in Ger 
many, and ¿1 little over 4 per cent, in 
Russia.” 
The Bureau points out, 
however, that the result i- much les- 
favorable to the United States it 
daily attendance, rather than enroll­ 
ment, is taken as the basis for com­ 
parison, since some of the other na­ 
tions have better attendance and a 
longer school term than the United 
States. 
The report analyzes the number ot 
| teachers in the United States, show­ 
ing that, of the 706.000 teachers 
169,000 were men and 537,000 wo­ 
men. 
The number of men te a c h e r s 
has increased 
very 
slightly -inee 
1900; the number of women teach­ 
ers has almost doubled. 
In public 
j elementary schools the number of 
I men teachers has decreased 20 per 
’cent, since 1900, while the number of 
women teachers has increased 8 ]>er 
cent. 
In 1900 teaching positions in 
public high schools were evenly di­ 
vided between men and women. 
At 
the [»resent time women outnumber 
the men by 8,000. 
The average an­ 
nual salary of all teachers is $525. 
The figure is highest in the East and 
North Atlantic States, with $699 and 
$696, respectively, and lowest in the 
South Atlantic States ($329). 
It 
varies from $234 in Mississippi to 
$871 in California, and $941 in New 
York. 
In discussing educational move­ 
ments the report points out that mod 
of the recent contributions are in the 
domain of practice rather than in 
theory, and mentions the progress in 
educational measurements, attention 
to health, solution of rural school 
problems, and vocational education. 
Because of the increase in eo-t of 
paper a much -mailer edition of the 
Annual Report of the Commissioner 
j has been printed and many school 
i officer- and librarians who have re­ 
ceived the volumes in past years will 
| he obliged to purchase them at e o -t 
from the Superintendent of Docu­ 
ments at Washington.
